EIGHT PROVINCES VOTE * 
AGAINST THE LIBERALS 


Latest figures of the recent dom- 
inion general election are now pub- 
lished. They show that throughout 
‘he dominion. 1,258,465 votes were 
cast for Liberal candidates and 1,465,- 

“5 for Conservatives. The figures 
bring out some startling facts: For 
nstanee.in Quebee where 60 Liberals 
were. elected, 267,759 Conservative 

‘es were cast against 461,914 Lib- 
eral votes. In Saskatchewan where 

>» (Sreervetives were elected there 
were more votes cast against Liber- 
ii candidates than. fer them, The 
vote stood, Liberals 82.810; - against 
Liberal candidates 115.689. Al! the 
ther. provinces gaye big Conserva- 
tive majorities. In Alberta 44,29! 
Liberal votes were east to elect four 

embers. With 61,114 Conservatives 
votes only 3 members were elected 
and 9 Promressives :zere elected with 
only 50,592 votes. Iy is claimed that 
if the election had heen run on the 
sronortional revresentation basis in 
this province, the rg parties above 
would have elected 5 members each 
and Labor one.

It is a thme of happiness and goodwill all round | 
wheu old disappointments, and enmities, and selfishness ara relegated to the | 
background. Already people are busy planning and making gifts for rela- 
tives and friends, and, it is to be hoped, with a thought for those who are less

Chief in this group are the empleyees of the post office through- | 
out the country. Persons who seldom write to. relatives and friends through- 


out the yeit, do so at Christmas time. Millions exchange Christmas catds 
und other forms olf. greeting. Parcels containing gifts pour into the post 
olfices in their tiousands. And the postal employees have to receive, sort 
and despatch it all,.and, in the cities and along rural routes, deliver it. 


Most people‘time the mailing of tbeir cards of greeting and gifts so they } 
will arrive at their destination one or two days before Christmas, or possibiy | 
on Christmas Day itself. . The inevitablé result is such a congestion in the 
post offices and raifway mail cars that it is a physical impossibility to handle 
ull the business within the short space of time before Christmas Day, no mat- 
ter how tremendous an effort is made by the postal clerks. Thus many gifts 
intended for Christmas are not received by those to whom they are address- 
ed until Chtistmas is past and gone for another year, 


A litle more planning, and forethought, and unselfishness in behalf of the 


post office staff, displayed by people generally, would greatly improve this 
eondition. By mailing Christmas gifts well in advance it may be that they | 
will be reedived some days before Christmas, but, even so, is there not a) 
greater thrill in the arrival of the-first gift than in the case of subsequent 


ones? And is not a gift rceiyed before Christmas a happier one than if it is 
delayed and not received until Christmas and its festivitteés are past? : 

Another group who find the week preceding Christmas a time of strain, 
resulting in ragged nerves and sharp tempers, are the clerks in stores. Many | 
ef them after the strenuous pre-Christmas rush find it necessary to recupeate | 
in bed instead of being ablesto enjoy and Join with others in the joy of the 
day. Their lot,can be made much easier by. early shopping. Therefore, in 
your Christmas activities ,give a thought to their comfort and happiness. 

In order to be in a position to mall your Christmas parcels early, it {s | 
necessary to shop early. Thus both these groups of workers will be helped | 
to give you and the publie generally “better and more efficient service, Just 
« word in season—bring your Christmas unselfishness into action well in ad- 
vance of Christmas Day. 

You stand to gain by it fo every way. Remember the old-saying: “The_ 
_ early *bird_catches the worm.” Well, early shopping means that you have the | 

pick of the goods offered for sale, while the late shopper has to be content 
with what is left over and previously rejected by the more alert and diserlm- 
inating shopper.

The plane ia of 
course much lighter than the sual 
type, and it is said that it can be 
stored with fuel enough for a flight of 
nearly 3,009 miles. The engines burn 
only a gallon of gasoline for every 
thirty miles of flight, and drive the 
plane easily at a hundred miles an 
hour. The British Government has 
built another experimental aeroplane 
\which has light masts and salls in ad- 
dition to its aerial equipment. When 
it has to come down into water. the 
sails can be spread and the plane con- 
verted into a neat litile yacht! The 
plane is all metal, and a German en- 
gineer, Rohrbach by name, ts sald to 
have Mesigned it.—Youth’s Companion.

Shipment of Butter to Great 
Britain . 

\A record has been established in 
the shipmeats of creamery butter to 
Great britain from both Saskatchewan 
and the Don.inion of Canada during 
the present year. In the first nine 
thonths of 1925, 8,572,068 pounda of 
creamery butter manufactured tn Sas- 
katchewan bas been graded for export 
under the Canadian federal regulations 
as Compared #iih 2,726,800 pounds for 
the same period in 1924. During the 
same period a total of 17,852,072. 
pounds of creamery butter from all 
Canada was exported to Great Britain 
48 compared with 9,200,464 pounds in 
1924. These Mgures are given by P. 
C. Kidd, dairy commissioner for Sas- 
katchewan. 

“Of the estimated production of 16,- 
600,000 pounds of creamery butter in 
this provine>, Saskatchewan consumes 
only about 4,000,000 pounds or 27 per 
cent. of the iofal, and the remaining 
73 per cept. is marketed outside the 
province,” states Mr. Kidd. “As in- 
dicated above, the greater part of our 
creamery butter for the past two or 
three years has been shipped to Great

They believe that mud- 
covered automobile wheels spread 
the cattle scourge, especially ma- 
chines’ arriving from the continent, 
where the disease is prevalent. 

Several cattle shows have been
